OF CZECHOSLOVAKIA. AT AN EARLY STAGE, BEFORE THE INVASION, 

THE'US HAD EMPHaSiZE0"T0 SOVIET AMBASSADOR DOBRYNIN THAT THE REACTIC 

OF THE US And THE AMERICAN PEOPLE WOULD BE STROnGLIT CRITICAL . OF 

SOVIET INTERVENTION IN CZECHOSLOVAKIA. THERE WAS ALSO ABSOLUTELY j 

NO INVOLVEMENT OF THE CIA AND THE SOVIETS; HaD BEENI SPECIFICALLY ! 

WARNED AGAINST USING jHg MYTH OF ThE TMrEaT OF Q^E IMPERIALISM 

UNQTE AS A PRETEXT FCR SOVIET INTERVENTION* 

THE SECRETARY ADDED THAT OF COURSE. NATO EXISTED, . AS DID THE j 
WARSAW PACT* AND THAT'" THE MOVEMENT OF FORCES ACROSS THESE LINES 
COULD MEAN WAR* BUT THE EXISTENCE OF THESE- ALLIANCES: DOES NOT | 
MEAN THAT A MEMBER 0? EITHER SIDE HAS THE' RlSHT TO' MOVE FORCES 
AGAINST COUNTRIES WITHIN EITHER GROUP. 

2. THE US REACTION TO THE INVASION OF CZECHOSLOVAKIA WAS NOT ! 
BASED'ON ANY COZINESS WITH THE CZECHS. INDEED* THE US HAS HaD 
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MANY PROBLEMS WITH CZECHOSLOVAKIA AND THESE INCLUDED PROBLEMS 
WITH THE OUflCEK GOVT. CZECHOSLOVAKIA IS A MAJOR SOURCE OF AP"S 
TO NORTH VIETNAM aND WAS VERY ACTIVE IN R£VOLU T lONlARY MOVEMENTS 
AROUND THE WORLO. THE US POSITION, THEREFORE, WAS: BASED 
ON THE RIGHT OF COUNTRIES To RUN THEIR OWN AFFAIRS. AND WAS 
TAKEN" IN SPITE OF DIFFERENCES WITH CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 

3. DISCUSSION OF CZECHOSLOVAKIA AT THE IPU W ILL DEPEND GREATLY 
ON THE PRESENCE AND ATTITUDES OF THE CZECH AND OTHER. DELEGATIONS* 
PARTICULARLY THOSE OF*RoMaNIA AND YUGOSLAVIA* IF THE CZECHS 
ARE PRESENT THEY WILL BE SUBJECT TO PRESSURE 8* THE SOVIETS TO 
DISCOURAGE DISCUSSION OF THE SOVIET INVASION. ON THE OTHER HAND* 
WHATEVER RESTRAINT THE SOVIETS HAVE EXERCISED ThUS FAR HAS RESULTED 
FROM A DESIRE TO kEEP'ThE POLITICAL COSTS OF ITS DRASTIC ACTION

UNANIMOUSLY CRITICAL AND IT WOULD BE HELPFUL IN THE IPu ANO OTHER 
INTERNATIONAL MEETINGS IF THE MATTER COULD BE KEPT - OUT OF BILATERAL
